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THE Royal Borough of Greenwich 
is putting a £14million cash 
injection into the local economy 
in a bid to get it growing again. 

The revolving investment scheme 
aims to challenge the gloomy climate 
of austerity that is threatening local 
people’s jobs and livelihoods. 

The royal borough already has one 
of the most ambitious regeneration 
programmes in Europe, and the 
decision follows coucillors giving 
the green light to masterplans for 
Charlton Riverside, Eltham town 
centre, Greenwich Peninsula West 
and Woolwich town centre in April. 

The masterplans set out the scale and 
scope of the royal borough’s ambitions 
for the four areas. They aim to ensure 
the areas have development planning 
guidance that brings strategic rather 
than ad-hoc development, and attract 
investment from the public and 
private sectors 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the 
royal borough, said: “The climate 
of austerity is destroying jobs and 
opportunities for our local residents 
and in Greenwich we are not prepared 
to stand back and permit national and 
global policies to just wreck the lives 
of so many of our people. 

“On the back of the production of 
four masterplans published earlier 
this year, the council is now backing 
these ambitions with plans to 
stimulate growth and development in 
these areas.”

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Charlton judo star GEMMA GIBBONS 
gets call-up to Olympic squad!

JUDO star Gemma Gibbons has 
joined weightlifter Zoe Smith and 
wheelchair rugby player Andy 
Barrow as the third Greenwich 
Starting Blocks athlete to be 
picked for Team GB at the 2012 
London Olympic Games. 

She returned a call from GT when 
she landed at Heathrow on Thursday 
(June 28) from a training camp in 
the Czech Republic. “I’m so happy,” 
she said. “I’ve known that I’d been 
nominated for a little while now but to 
have it actually confirmed is brilliant 
news. It’s so exciting - really good! 

“I’ll fight on the second of August at 
ExCel . The top competitors in my new 
category, under 78k, are the French, 
the Americans, the Brazilians, 
Japanese, Hungarians - there’s 
actually quite a lot of them, but I’ve 
only just joined them and I think on 
the day I can get a medal. 

“Mick Murphy has been my coach at 
Metro since I was six and he’s still my 
coach now. He’s been a massive part 
of my life, not just in judo but as a 
friend. It’s really nice to look back and 
realise how special it has all been.” 

Gemma, 24, had to wait for the 
official British Olympic Association’s 
announcement last Tuesday (June 26). 

She said: “I’m so happy and can’t 
wait for the Games to begin, and I 
must thank the people who made 
it possible, Metro Judo Club - Mick 
Murphy, in particular - and Greenwich 
Starting Blocks. They were fantastic 
and supported me when I had my 
injury and my sports governing body 
were unable to do so - it wouldn’t 
have happened without them. 

“I got to know Zoe Smith at Starting

Blocks events and it’s nice to have 
someone else from Greenwich taking 
part in the Olympics as well. Starting 
Blocks have been a massive help. I 
would have had to get a part-time 
job without their help, which would 
have interfered with my training. My 
fitness is good. The training camp in 
Czech went well. We’ve got our final 
preparation at Dartford on July 18 and 
pretty much from there we’ll be going 
in to the Olympic Village. I want to do 
the best I can.” 

It’s a moving and remarkable story, 
starting when the shy six-year-old 
was taken by her mum to the Metro 
club at Mycenae House, Blackheath, 
to get her out of herself a bit. 

Coach Murphy told GT: “She hardly 
wanted to go onto the mat, but six 
months later she was beating nine- 
year-old boys!” 

Gemma carried on progressing 
but was suddenly on her own in her 
Charlton flat at 17 when her mother 
died of leukaemia. 

Love and Metro magic took her under 
their wing. It gradually did the trick 
and Gemma went on all the way to the 
Under 21 national championship, and 
from there to the England squad. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for culture and 
creative industries said: “It’s great 
news that Greenwich has a third 
athlete going to the Games to 
represent Great Britain. A big thank 
you to everyone who has supported 
Starting Blocks fundraising over the 
years and made all this possible.”

CHESTER Chambers will 
become London’s youngest 
Olympic torchbearer when 
he carries the beacon 
through the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich next month. 

“I am really proud of myself 
and grateful, it’s a once in a 
lifetime opportunity,” said the 
12-year-old Thomas Tallis school 
pupil. 

Chester is in Year 7 and is very 
much a big part of student life at 
the Kidbrooke school. 

In his first year Chester has 
proven to be a real asset to 
the school. He was elected to 
both the year group and school 
councils, where he has been an 
ambassador for good behaviour 
and hard work. “I care about 
how the school is run and how to 
make it better,” he added. 

In representing his 240 peers, 
appearing in school assemblies 


and setting up an anti- 
bullying campaign, Chester 
has epitomised many Olympic 
values and showcased the 
success that comes from hard 
work and dedication. 

Chester, a big sports fan and 
a keen cricketer, enjoys sports 
including basketball and cycling 
as well as caring for his pet dog.

Thomas Tallis itself has seen 
a lot of change over the last 
year, with the opening of its new 
building and renovated facilities 
- some of which are open to the 
public and local sports clubs 
as part of the royal borough’s 
Olympic legacy. 

Chester has also been at the 
heart of change at the school, 
taking part in the interviewing 
process for the school’s new 


headteacher Ken Jones. 

It was the school’s head of 
Year 7 Ben MacDonald who 
nominated Chester, who lives in 
Kidbrooke, to take part in the 
historical event.

Thousands apply for 
free parking permits 


Travel roadshows 

THERE are two more 
information sessions where 
local people can find out 
what transport changes to 
expect and how their travel 
will be affected during Games 
time. 

Transport for London is 
running roadshows at Cutty 
Sark Gardens, Greenwich 
Town Centre, on Sunday July 
8, 10am to 4pm and at Cutty 
Sark Station on Thursday, July 
12 12pm to 7pm. 


NEARLY 15,000 royal borough 
residents and businesses have 
applied for parking permits to use 
while the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games are on. And Games 
organisers LOCOG are now sending 
them out to applicants. 

But thousands more people may 
still need to apply, including non-car 
users. They are being urged to apply 
for a visitor’s permit if they expect to 
have friends, family and others calling 
on them. Existing visitors’ parking 
vouchers will not be valid. 

A special website has 


been set up by LOCOG at 
www.2012gamesparkingpermits.com 
where people can check their post code 
to see if they live or work in a restricted 
parking area, and find out how to apply 
for parking or visitor permits. 

The royal borough is urging residents 
to make sure they register for a parking 
permit by July 14 to make sure they 
get their permit approved before 
the residents and business parking 
protection area is put into place. And it 
is reminding locals to:

• ENTER their home or business post 


code to see if you live or work in an 
affected area 

• FIND out how to apply for parking 
or visitor permits or

LOCOG is also reminding residents of 
the following: 

• The restrictions will be in place 
from July 27 to September 9 between 
8.30am-7pm, from Monday to Sunday. 

• The temporary parking restrictions 
will apply between the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games 

• Businesses are eligible for up to 
10 business permits. Business visitor 


permits are not available. 

• Free bays within CPZs (in the 
area of temporary Olympic parking 
restrictions) will be changed to shared 
use bays which means that the bays can 
only be used by a) anyone for 2 hours 
free parking at anytime but no return 
within 3 hours or b) permit holders and 
Blue Badge holders for any amount of 
time.

NO doubt about it, the Bob Hope 
Theatre in Wythfield Road, 
Eltham, would simply not be 
there were it not for the boy who 
was born in Craigton Road in 
1903. 

His family emigrated to the USA 
when he was four. But as his stage 
and Hollywood career progressed and 
he found international fame, Hope 
never forgot his roots. 

He returned to England and helped 
Eltham Little Theatre buy the 
former parish hall from the Church 
Commissioners. The company 
renamed it the Bob Hope Theatre in 
his honour. 

Jim Shepherd, the theatre’s 
archivist, explains: “At the time he 
was leading the Bob Hope British 
Classic golf tournaments, and we 
heard he wanted to do something 
for the town of his birth that would 
benefit young people. If it involved 
the arts, then so much the better. 

“He felt very sentimental about 
Eltham, because all his family had 
been together there. The theatre 
members had strived to buy the 
building for almost 40 years, and he 
gave us £58,000, which enabled us to 
do it with some left over for initial 
repairs and maintenance. Over 
the next 10 years he made several 
more donations which enabled us to 
build an extension and make major 
improvements.” 

The Hollywood star visited in 1980 
when his car was mobbed on the 
forecourt. The old parish hall had 
been named Eltham Little Theatre in 
1946 when the amateur theatre group 
moved in. 

It was renamed the Bob Hope 
Theatre in 1982, when Hope unveiled 
the new name over the entrance. He 
visited several times, the last time 
being in August 1991, when he did a 
benefit performance at the London 
Palladium for the theatre. It raised 
£29,000. 

“Over the years we probably had 
donations from him totalling up 
to £200,000,” said Jim. “These were 
always used for improving the 
building. If it had not been for him, 
we would have closed down in 1979. 

Bob Hope received the Freedom of 
the Borough of Greenwich on June 
11, 2003, just after his 100th birthday. 
He was in America at the time, and 
his family asked Jim to accept the 
citation on his behalf in the council 
chamber. 

So what sort of man was Bob Hope? 


Jim, who has been involved with the 
theatre for 35 years and acts as its 
link with the Hope family in the USA, 
said: “He was a very warm human 
being. He was friends with presidents 
and royalty, but the man in the street 
and servicemen and women were 
his ideal companions. He would stop 
and talk to passing tourists, and was 
famous for entertaining the troops 
with his concerts for American GIs 
and allied troops in many war zones 
across the world. 

“The only time he cancelled a stage 
appearance was when his long-time 
co-star Bing Crosby died. They lived 
fairly close to each other in North 
Hollywood. 

“He was very down to earth. When 
the Board of Management decided 
to rename the Eltham Little Theatre 
as the Bob Hope Theatre in 1982, he 
was very moved by our decision. He 
said he was overwhelmed to have 
something named after him in the 
town where he was born.” 

Hope’s daughter Linda said of 
the forthcoming exhibition at the 
Greenwich Heritage Centre: “The 
Bob Hope family is absolutely thrilled 
to have Bob back on the ‘Road’ to his 
home town, especially at such an 
exciting time. 

“Dad loved The Olympics and I am 
certain that he will be catching some 
of the action along with enjoying 
being home again. The World Golf 
Hall of Fame has put together some 
amazing displays that illustrate his 
humour, his love of travel and his love 
of golf. I’m sure that this exhibition 
will be a fun experience for both 
young and old”. 

Leader of the royal borough, Cllr 
Roberts said: “Bob Hope is a famous 
son of Eltham and we are immensely 
proud of our connection with him 
and all he achieved throughout 
his illustrious career. I hope the 
exhibition inspires people to visit our 
royal borough and enjoy some of the 
landmarks he used to grace. 

“I would encourage anyone 
interested in Bob Hope and his 
links to Greenwich to come to the 
Greenwich Heritage Centre to see the 
exhibition.”

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Council seeks 
assurance on 
NHS debt crisis 


THE royal borough is writing to the 
government in the latest step in the row 
over the local Healthcare NHS Trust, 
which has been formally warned that it 
could soon be declared bust. 

The leader of the council, Cllr Chris 
Roberts, has written to Health Secretary 
Andrew Lansley asking for an urgent 
meeting to confirm the continuity, 
quality and safety of local health 
services centred around the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Woolwich. 

The South London Healthcare Trust 
also runs hospitals in Orpington and 
Sidcup. It has been warned that with 
massive debts, an administrator could 
be brought in and the trust could be 
dissolved. 

Cllr Roberts said: “The trust has 
stated that there will be no impact on 
local services, and that all planned 
treatments will be unaffected. We would 
like to re-assure our residents that we 
will maintain close dialogue with the 
trust to secure this continuity.” 

He added: “These financial problems 
are historic in nature, and may only 
finally be resolved by a reconfiguration 
of hospital services in South East 
London as a whole. This council 
strongly supported the clinically led 
recommendations of the review of 
services in outer South East London, A 
Picture of Health, and we are concerned 
that the delays to implementation may 
have slowed down the running of these 
recommendations, and indeed added to 
the current financial difficulties.”

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Black magic Crow 

Puppet wizardry triumphs in a strange and brave landscape 


REPEATING the success of War Horse was 
never going to be an easy task for the 
Handspring puppet company. 

Its sympathetic lead character, 
effortless narrative and larger 
than life puppetry made the 
stage show's ensuing canter into 
Hollywood almost an inevitability. 

The easy option for director 
Mervyn Millar would have been 
to repeat the formula and wait by 
the phone for Steven Spielberg's next 
call. 

But in the spirit of a company always 
pushing the envelope, in Crow, Handspring 
have pulled off a darkly magical offering with 
the most unlikely of heroes. 

Far from picking at the carcass of its equine 
forebear, Crow charts a new course entirely. 
Gone is the simple narrative in favour of the 
staccato poems taken from the Ted Hughes' 
poetry cycle of the same name. 

Its challenge was overcome by Millar 
in linking sequences of spoken word, 
aggressive dance and an ever-increasing 
arsenal of fantastic puppets. 

Set against the backdrop of post-apocalyptic 
wasteland, the heavy overtones of the 
production's opening salvo hid an optimism 
in the words taken verbatim from the 
poet laureate's 1 970 work. He called it his 
'masterpiece', and it is credited with pulling 
him from his grief-stricken malaise after the 
death of muse and soul-mate, Sylvia Plath. 
Her ghost looms large in the mixed media 
production, in the gloomy netherworld 
inside the centre-stage hillock into which 
she would ultimately descend, and in the 
expressive, and sometimes clunky dance 
sequences which accompanied the more 
considered puppetry. 

It was the puppets - and their puppeteers 
- which put the gloss on a brave, confident 
piece of art. 

The intricate mechanics of the inky black 
protagonist were utilised to their ultimate 
end by the skilful puppeteers, who, in 
Handspring's resolute tradition, remained 
in full view for the whole performance. 
Paradoxically, they were completely invisible, 
as one with their subjects. 

These were performers so in synch with 
their squawky brethren that the birds at 
their fingertips were more crow-like than 
any feasting on carrion in the field: a perfect 



against the earth, in the bobby swagger of 
the bird's cocky gait. 

At one point a leg of a larger crow gave way, 
but the slick improvisation of the puppeteer 
rendered the mishap obsolete to all but the 
most beady-eyed of viewer. 

Hughes would have us believe that the spirit 
of the crow is inside every Englishman, and 
the creature's ascent into man was ramped 
up with each and every scene, growing from 
the prehistoric, dinosaur-like foetus into a 
gargantuan five-person dissection. 
Projections illuminated the back wall as 
Hughes' powerful, metaphor-and-sex-laden 
words from side stage kept the performance 


baffling, and often painful-looking dance 
moves that the energy in the fly-by hour felt 
misplaced. 

The best entertainment challenges its 
audience, makes it think about the world in 
a different way, and here Millar succeeded 
in turning the much-maligned beast of 
pestilence into the curious and intelligent 
creature that Hughes so celebrated. 8/1 0

STEPHEN K AMOS can 

^ M be forgiven for being a 
< little jetlagged. He’s just 
flown in from debuting 
▼ r his new show in America, 
and the week before he was finishing a 
gruelling two-month tour of Australia. 

His appearance on home soil at the 
Greenwich Festivals will be something 
of a holiday by comparison. 

“I was out in America doing my new 
show called Laughter is My Agenda,” 
he told Scene. “I think they like what 
I do. As a black British man I’m quite 
different from what they are used to.” 

When he was unknown in Britain, 
he’d come on stage doing a Nigerian 
accent, revelling in stereotypes, only 
to reveal his true persona 10 minutes 
down the line. It was a neat trick, but 
one he can no longer pull off since 
becoming a household name. And one 
he wouldn’t try in the States, either. 

“I wouldn’t risk hoodwinking them 
to the extent I did in Britain, because 
I don’t think they’d get that - that 
I’d pretend to be one thing, and then 
was something that they’d never seen 
before - that would completely throw 
them,” he said. 

He hits the comedy festival - part of 
the royal borough’s summer of events 
- on July 13. His honest, biographical 
material was a refreshing tonic to the 
trite observations of McIntyre and co 
when he first hit our screens. 

“Four or five years ago I did a show 
that was just about me and my family,” 
the comic said. “I think that resonated 
with the audience because it was 
honest and about truth. It wasn’t just 
racial stuff for the sake of it - it was 
putting myself on the line.” 

There are subjects that are off limits, 
however. 

“I don’t really talk about relationships, 
because I think things should remain 
sacred. I wouldn’t talk about my kids, 
if I had any. I have talked about race 
issues, but not just for the sake of it, 
I can’t ignore the fact that I’m a black 
man from south London and stuff has 
happened to me in my life which may 
not be funny, but I can make funny. 

“When I was at school there was only 
about eight black kids in the whole 
school. I was also a twin. One of the 
ways I dealt with it was laughter.” 

Was it a defence mechanism?

“I suppose so, not that I was very conscious of it. 
When I’d say something people would laugh, so I 
thought wow - let’s keep doing this. I was quite shy, 
I wouldn’t do crazy things, wear stupid clothes or 
do stupid dares. I think there’s a difference. 

“If I ever went into the Big Brother house - 
which is highly unlikely - 1 wouldn’t be one of the 
annoying loud people, because that sort of thing 
really annoys me.” 

And since getting on telly, Stephen has had 
the inevitable raft of reality show offers. “Yes, I 
was offered both Celebrity Big Brother and I’m a 
Celebrity,” he admitted. “But if you do a reality 
show, you’re not in control, and I’d hate to be cast 
or seen in a really awful light. Me eating bugs in 
a jungle, or being locked in a house with 12 other 
egotistical morons, it just doesn’t appeal.” 


While he might reference his life in his material, 
Stephen’s quick to deny his act is merely self- 
deprecating catharsis. 

“I’m not one of those depressed people who only 
come to life on stage talking about themselves. On 
stage I’m just an extension of my own personality. 
I’ve got a close-knit group of friends who I talk to 
about most things, but when I talk to an audience 
it’s an exaggerated persona - so I’ll try and bring 
them in as well as intimately as possible. 

“But some of the people I’ve met on the comedy 
circuit - you wouldn’t talk to them outside of the 
comedy. Who are they? Well, I really couldn’t say . . .”

OLYMPIANS and ballerinas 
have a lot in common, says 
the choreographer of the 
Games-themed dance which 
kicks off the Greenwich 
Summer Festival. 

"All Olympic events and 
dance have a gruelling training 
regime," Christopher Bruce 
told Scene. "The only way of 
succeeding in either - be that 
going into the arena or on stage 
- is to work incredibly hard, to 
learn, to bring willpower and 
energy into the work. 

"It takes hours and hours 
of work. In the end you have 
to bring together everything 
you've learned and produce a 
performance."

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

Affordable Housing 

Currently the rent level for the properties you 
see advertised in Greenwich Homes is significantly 
lower than full market rents in private sector 
housing. 

From now you will now be seeing some housing 
association properties advertised for higher rents, 
up to eighty percent of the market rent. These 
rents will also include the service charge that you 
will need to pay for the property. We will use the 
phrase Affordable Housing on the adverts to help 
you identify these properties. 

Please note the Council will continue to 
advertise all the homes it owns at the 
standard rent level. 

You can bid for properties advertised as 
Affordable Housing in exactly the same way as for 
other advertised properties.
